The veil of mystery around the 
powerful G e r m a n industrialists 
who became merchants of death 
for Hitler's schemes to rebuild the 
German army was lifted by Amer- 
ican prosecutors today at the war 
crimes trial of 20 top Nazis. 


Heads of the vast Krupp steel 


empire and the I. G. Farben chemi- 
cal trust, 
assistant 
piosecutor 


charged, agreed to tinancc 
the 


nazi party as an antidote to Com- 
munism and later cooperated in a 
secret rearmament program. 


Defendant Hjalmar Schacht was 


red-faced as he heard himself de- 
scribed from German documents as 
the financial wizard who was se- 
cretly appointed as 
"plenipoten- 


tiary for war economy" in 19.'!5 
and won the praise of a Reich gen- 
eral as "the man who made re- 
construction of the German army 
economically possible." 


The head of the great Krupp 


works. Gustav Krupp von Vohlen 
und Halbach-—who was 
indicted 


but thus far has escaped trial be- 
cause of illness—was shown by 
German records. Dodd asserted, to 
have aided in raising: campaign 
funds for Hitler in 1933 and to 
have declared after Hitler's ascen- 
sion to power that German indus- 
try "puts itself at your disposal." 


Keltel Denies Participation 


Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel 


denied earlier that he participated 
in the Hitler cabinet meetings that 
planned the nazi flood of aggres- 
sion. 


With the prosecution's attack on 


Germany's industrial and financial 
leaders, Dr. Rudolf Dix. Schacht's 
counsel, declared at a recess that 
he was 
considering- summoning- 


American 
businessmen as wit- 


nesses for the defense. 


Schacht, who protested in a re- 


cent interview that he had little 
to do with German rearmament, 
listened earnestly and jotted down 
notes as the affidavit and other 
documents were introduced. 


An affidavit read by the prose- 


cutioli was Signed-by-'Emil PuM, a 
director of the Reichsbank, who 
said Schacht has created a fake or- 
ganization called "Metallurg-ische 
Forschungs Gescllschaft," presum- 
ably a research fund into which 
armaments funds flowed and then 
out ag;ain to munitions makers, 
cloaking- the German rearmament

Roosevelt gave the Japanese am- 


bassador this warning on August 
17, but agreed fit the same time to 
continue negotiations. He and the 
president knew that the Japanese 
were "unreliable and treacherous," 
Hull said, adding that while "our 
government desired peace, it could 
not brush away the realities of the 
situation."

talk with the Japanese in the hops 
that, at least, "the conversation*! 
would give our Army and. Navy 
time to prepare." 


Cot Chiang'* Warning 


Hull said Gpneralissimo Chiang- 


Kai-Shek reported early in Novem- 
ber that the Japanese appeared to 
be preparing to attack Kunming'. 
He asked for American air unfta 
and for a warning against Japan. 


At Hull's suggestion, the Army 


and Navy studied this appeal but 
recommended against any armed 
intervention in China beyond the 
"Flying Tigers" volunteers.

Anticlimax to Victory 


• Enough evidence has accumu- 
Jated since V-E Day to permit the 
reluctant opinion that the Amer- 
ican military government in Ger- 
many has missed doing Uie job 
that it set out to do and that was 
expected of it. 
7 Perhaps it is foolhardy to ven- 
ture black-and-white opinion on a 
complicated situation from a dis- 
tance of several thousand miles. 
But events 
of the last seven 


months tell a story of some- 
thing considerably short of suc- 
cess. 


There was. for instance. General 


Patton's amazing press conference 
which preceded his dismissal as 
Third Army commander. Later 
developments have indicated that 
his unconcern with the denazifica- 
tion program was not 
unique 


Light-hearted 
toleration of nazi 


thought and nazi party members 
apparently has been the chief fac- 
tor in the unhappy difference be- 
tween American policy and prac- 
tice in Germany. 


Then there was General Eisen- 


hower's report of growing un- 
rest in the American zone, which 
he admitted might develop into or- 
ganized revolt. There were stones 
of "fraternizing:"' GIs and Ameri- 
can officers with German 
mis- 


tresses, absorbing nazi viewpoints 
from companions still saturated 
with Hitler's philosophy and Hit- 
ler worship. 


Jfow one American correspond- 


ent in Germany writes that the 
Army is eager to wash its hands 
of the whole matter and act main- 
ly »s a police force while a civilian 
staff takes over the Job of govern- 
ing. Another correspondent reports 
that, having accomplished virtual- 
ly nothing toward re-educating 
German youth, we have turned 
that important task back to the 
Germans. 


The explanations for this ap- 


parent 
failure reach 
from the 


TDrtuss hats in Washington to the 
doughfeet in Frankfort. It seem* 
that there are disagreements be- 
tween top figures in the Army and 
in various 
government depart- 


ments. It also appears that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is having trouble 
in putting his policies into prac- 
tice. 
It is not beyond comprehension, 


either, that the same staff of of- 
ficers who carried out a brilliant 
strategic program to complete 
victory might lack the understand- 
ing, training and inclination to 
carry out a program of military 
government with intelligence and 
efficiency. 


Then there is the anxiety of the 


forces in Germany to come home, 
and the government's effort to 
bring them home as quickly as 
possible. This seems to have cost 
the American command abroad 
aome experienced officers and to 
have left it with a good many 
restless, 
discontented 
enlisted 


men. 


All this is disquieting news to 


anyone who believes that to allo\v 
the German national mentality to 
remain arrogant, contemptuous 
unpurged and uncliastened is to 
threaten world peace Before Ger- 
many's defeat almost all Ameri- 
cans, military nnd civilian alike 
believed that. There were grea 
plans to insure that "it would 
never happen again 
Now 
tho.M> 


fears and plant, seem to bo pusher 
aside for more immediate matters 


It is clearly time that a ci\ilian 


government took o\er for us 
Germanv. We can only hope tha 
it will do a mote thorough job of

States and Russia, indeed of peace 
in the world, then the American 
people must repudiate some of our 
most precious wall mottoes. Cer- 
tainly we cannot continue to de- 
nounce aggressors and reconcile 
ourselves to a relation amount- 
ing to a partnership with the na- 
tion which seized the Baltic re- 
publics in a deal with Hitler, 
parallel to some of his own seiz-

diary, which proves to any honest 
person that we are not. as we 
have s>aid, <in enemy of aggression 
We have used this cliche to de- 
ceive ourselves ami adorn our war 
motives with a false nobility that 
cannot be proved when our actual 
motiev of self-preservation 
was 


noble enough.

Were we implacable enemies of 


all aggression and oppression of 
the weak, as such, we should now 
e at war with Russia to redress 
vrongs identical in character and 
lethod with Hitler's. We are not. 
owp\er, nor by the record of our 
reatment of the American In- 
ian tribes, are we ourselves m- 
ocent of aggression and that 
same infiltration and duplicity 
hat Hitler practised. 
We, too, 


lad our oppressed minorities of 
white rascals who filtered into 
he Indians' country whose griev- 
ances presently moved us to res- 
cue them even as Hitler rescued 
us Sudeten Germans. Indeed, It 
otild be plausibly argued that he 
got the blueprint out of our own 
ustory. 


We will never understand Rus- 


sia if we try to picture Russia as 
a peace, loving and unaggressive 
nation and if we must be tolerant 
of the ways m which they differ 
from us. we must tolerate in them 
a good deal of the same ideology 
:hat we objected to in Hitler who 
jot his from Mussolini who mere- 
ly adapted Communism and its 
methods and brutality to his own 
ambitions.
